Although there was practically 
no discussion on this motion, a di- 
vision was called which resulted in 
the motion being approved by a 
vote of 43 to eight. The majority was 
made up of U.F.A., Liberal, Con- 
servative and Independents, while 
the eight opposing were from Lib- 


eral, U.F.A. and Labor ranks.

Now that the election can be no longer 
delayed, the bills are brought in again, and 
given the status and force of provincial statutes. 

So, for the time—a time sufficient for the 
holding of the election—the code of publicity 
law and libel law which has stood the test for 
twenty-five years has been suspended, and the 
newspaper reading public of Alberta are denied 
the right to information which is not denied to 
the residents of other provinces or of other 
parts of the British Empire. 

Incidentally, the women employees of the 
Government of Alberta, and the women of the 
province generally, are deprived of a measure 
of protection which is accorded to the employees 
of every other Government and the women 
residents of every other province in Canada. 
It is not suggested that the latter consideration 
is a motive for the enactment of this legislation. 
The purpose is political; but the incidental 
weakening of the safeguards of womanhood is 
inevitable. 

It is still true, as Mr. Bennett once said, that 
“We are making precedents in Alberta.” And 
in the making of precedents, as in some other 
matters, we go from bad to worse. For the first 
time in the history of the province a Govern- 
ment has made statutory declaration that it is 
afraid to face the electors without first choking 
the newspapers through which the electors 
obtain their information about public men and 
affairs.

Chronic Gall Bladder 
Trouble 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


A chronic, mild, inflammation of the gall 
bladder is often deceptive and the symptons 
may appear to be coming from the stomach. 
The patient therefore believes that he has 
stomach trouble, when the gall bladder is the 
real root of the distress, 

Because the gall bladder 
fails to do its work properly, 
it may be termed a “sick” 
gall bladder, Most cases 
occur in women and this dis- 
order is most likely to de- 
velop in the forties; the 
average age is about 46. The 
patient may be over weight 
and ordinarily does not pay 
much attention to the symp- 
toms calling them indigestion 
r “bilious attacks.” The pa-

tient has weeks when she feels somewhat 
better, at which time the gall bladder is func- 


tioning fairly well, followed by a few days 
when she feels worse, when the gall bladder is 
sluggish; however, she very seldom enjoys the 
peak of good health. 

The returning attacks of digestive distress 
produce enough discomfort to interfere with 
efficient work and may make it hard for her 
to hold a position or to run her home as she 
would like to do. As a general rule, the 
hydrochloric acid in the stomach will be some- 
what low and a “sick” gall bladder is not likely 
to be found if too much hydrochloric acid is 
secreted. A chronic, mild, inflammation of the 
gall bladder is not a killing disease; and the 
patient seldom feels sick enough to go to a 
doctor, Frequently, she worries along with her 
symptons for as long as eight or ten years be- 
fore she seeks help, 

The medical name for trouble of this kind 
is chronic catarrhal cholecystitis. The mucous 
membrane of the gall bladder becomes in- 
flamed and certain changes in the walls of the 
organ may occur such as thickening. The 
mucous memLyane which lines the duct or tube 
leading from the gall bladder, may become 
swollen, closing the duct and thus preventing 
the escape of bile from the gall bladder. The 
gall bladder may become smaller and shrunken 
or may enlarge. 

This organ may fail to fill well, that is, 
bile does not flow in properly from the liver, 
or it may fail to empty properly, which leads 
to stagnation of bile and sluggishness. The gall 

ladder is a small sac or reservoir attached to 
the liver whose purpose is to store bile sected 
by the liver when it is not needed. While the 
gall bladder may be removed surgically and the 
Patient return to good health, nevertheless, as 
a general rule, it is preferable that the gall 
bladder be left in the body where it performs 
the work for which it is designed. 

In the “sick” gall bladder the walls of the 
organ may be relaxed or lacking in normal 
tone; if such is the case, having the patient use 
a considerable quantity of fat or oil will stim- 
ulate it to empty. Cream, egg yolk, or olive oil, 
may produce this effect. For this reason, I have 
found that it is often of benefit to have the 
patient use four ounces of olive oi] at night 
before retiring. The oil is to be thoroughly 
mixed with four ounces of grapefruit juice and 
the combination of the fruit acid and oil will 
often stimulate the emptying of the gall 
bladder. A great deal of bile may be thrown out 
in this way which will appear in the form of 
soft, round green lumps. Once the gall bladder 
empties well, the patient says she feels greatly 
relieved. 

The patient may jump to the conclusion that 
she has eliminated a quantity of gall stones, 
however, this is not true, as the lumps are the 
result of the combination of bile and oil, which 
produces a soft, soapy substance. At the time 
e oil is taken, the patient is to follow 
other special instructions.

QUESTION—Miss Georgia V. inquires: “I 
love oranges but I notice that every time I peel 
one, the oil in the rind seems to cause a rash 
on my hands. Do you advise that I omit using 
the fruit on this account?” 

ANSWER--It is possible that the oil in the 
peel is irritating to you. I do not suggest that 
you avoid using oranges and I believe the bet- 
ter plan is to go on using them. Perhaps some 
other member of the family will peel them for 
you or you may find that protecting the skin 
with rubber gloves will prevent the trouble.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

April 23rd is not merely St. 
George's Day and therefore, the 
feast day of Englishmen wher- 
ever they may be found, but it 
is also the anniversary of both 
the birth and death of the immor- 
tal Shapespeare. That should be 
enough distinction for any one 
day, but it is not for April 23rd. 

Here are a few things which 
took place on April 23rd, in Can- 
ada, or in which Canadians were 
involved: 

1785—The first settlers arrived 
at Sydney, Cape Breton. An event 
which is to be celebrated today in 
honor of the 150th anniversary. 

1792 — St. George's Church, 
Kingston, Upper Canada, was 
opened. It is now St. George's 
Cathedral the seat of the Bishop 
of Ontario and the burial place of 
Lord Sydenham, the first gover- 
nor-general of the Province of 
Canada. 

1827—Guelph founded by John

Galt of the Canada Company, in- 
corporated as a city April 23, 1875. 

1842—King’s College, the fore- 
runner of the University of To- 
ronto, inaugurated by laying of 
foundation stone.

1885—Battleford relieved by a 
column of Canadian militia under 
Colonel W. D. Otter. 

1915—The Battle of St. Julian 
when the Germans first used 
poison gas and an engagement 
which won the highest praise of 
John Buchan, our governor gen- 
eral designate.

MONETARY REFORM 

Editor Bulletin: Monetary re- 
form is the first thing Alberta 
should strive for at this time.
